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[Article; Per Spiege l, German, 

Prisoner No 7709 made a rather nervous impression. Prisoner No 7709 
in Cell A77, told a guard that, after 7 years of imprisonment, he was the 
only Eastern top agent in the West who had not yet been exchanged. 

The thing that spurred the prisoner in the 8.69 sq m cell in the 
Bavarian penal institution at Straubing also occupied West German Chancel- 
lor Kurt Georg Kiesinger, his office chief. State Secretary Karl Cars tens, 
and the head of the BNP [West German Intelligence Service), Gerhard Wessel. 
For 4 weeks, these three men debated whether prisoner No 7709 should be 
exchanged against three Heidelberg students who had been sentenced to 
imprisonment in Moscow because they had been spying for America’s CIA. 

This would not be one of the customary transactions inv olving human 
beings — chat much was certain — in other words, it would not be the kind 
of transaction that is usually prepared in humanitarian secrecy and chat is 
accomplished now and then between the West and the East — in Germany accord 
ing to the motto: send one enemy of West Germany back over there and bring 

one enemy of East Germany back over here. The man in Straubing was not Just 
any old Red. No 7709 was the unmasked No 1 man of the KGB, the Soviet 
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intelligence service in West Germany; Heinz Paul Felfe^ 51 years old, 

Moscow’s top agent did his spying in an organization which> from in- 
telligence aspects, is more important to the KGB than for instance the 
Foreign Office or the Defense Committee of the West German Lower House: 
in other words, the BKD. 

Of all places, Soviet agent Felfe had advanced to the head of the 
"Soviet Union" desk in Section III f (counterespionage) in the very same 
West German intelligence service which, according to the mission assigned 
to it by the government, is engaged primarily in intelligence activities 
in the Soviet Union and in the GDR. In other words, the KGB (annual budget 
10 billion Marks) had its man at the very top of the operations group in 
the West German intelligence service (annual budget: 400 million Marks) 

which is trying to infiltrate agents into Moscow’s intelligence service 
or which is trying to "turn around" (in intelligence slang) KGB personnel 
for the purpose of conspiratorial cooperation with the BND. Commented 
West German Federal Judge Kurt Weber during the 1963 Felfe trial: "The 

right man, in the right place." 

The correct long-term planning of che Soviet intelligence service 

■ 

had in the end placed the right man in the BND security compound in Pullach 
near Munich. Felfe* s past helped the espionage experts in Moscow. This 
se:jsoned criminologist, at the age of 25, began his career in Himmler's 
RSHA (Reich Security Main Office], He was promoted to SS first lieutenant 
and was in charge of the "Switzerlanu" desk in Section VI (foreign intelli- 




There he of course devoted himself less to espionage among the Swiss 
than to a personal pet project of his ovm which revealed a son-father 
complex: Felfe, offspring of a rather authoritarian Dresden criminal pol- 

ice official of Sorbic extraction^ sicced the Gestapo on the Sorbs, a 
Wendic-Slavic ethnic group living in the Spree Forest whose appearance 
does not correspond to SS chief Himmler’s concepts of the blond Germanic 
race. 

Felfe ’s switch to postwar snooping was accomplished by the British 
military government: it exonnerhced the SS first lieutenant as ’’not in- 

volved” (group V) — which caused West German Federal Judge Weber, during 
the 1963 Felfe trial, to exclaim: ’’confound it I” — and put this old pro- 

fessional in its MI-6 intelligence service as an informer. His mission: 
watch subversive communist doings at the University of Bonn. 

The agent, equally pretrained under Himmler and under MI-6, in the 
autumn of 1951 finally would up on West German Intelligence chief Gehlen’s 
list of prospects. 

The suggestion that Felfe be hired came from a man with a double 
identity: Hans Clemens, on the one hand, a recruiter for the Gehlen Organ- 

ization and, on the other hand — something that no authority knew at that 
time — a recruiter also for the Soviet KGB. (Said Clemens: ”I had the 

mission of reporting former SD [Nazi Security Service] people who were 
unemployed but who could be utilized again”) 

Both intelligence services, the West German and the Soviet — played 
the same game in separate sand boxes: exploiting the old biddy-buddy spir- 
it, they used former espionage experts of the third Reich in order to 



penetrate the enemy territory and, if possible, get into the enemy in- 
telligence service. Both sides, of course, faced the same risk. The former 
RSHA officials were predestined to be turned around by the opponent *s 
apparatus. Their past SS record made them vulnerable to blackmail in the 
East and in the West. 

As far as their knowledge of each other was concerned, Clemens and 
Felfe were quite familiar to each other — from the RSHA in Berlin, where 
Clemens was an SS captain and criminal counselor. 

Recruited by Clemens, placed under contract, in writing, by Soviet 
Colonel ’’Max" in the KGB headquarters in Berlin-Karlshorst , Felfe was 
pledged, through handshake, to be loyal to the West German spy organiza- 
tion by General Reinhard Gehlen (retired), in Munich-Pullach, on 15 Novem- 
ber 1951. 

To give Felfe a good start with Gehlen, Moscow committed treason 
against its socialist brother : KGB guidance officer "Alfred" gave his 

agent Felfe, for further routing to the West German Intelligence service, 
copies of reports on secret sessions of the GDR government, plus negative 
judgements by bourgeois GDR ministers on their SED (German Socialist Unity 
Party) colleagues and morale reports, from the SED Central Committee, 
directed against SED chief Walter Ulbricht. 

Well supplied in terms of intelligence information, the otherwise 
rather taciturn BND Chief Reinhard Gehlen sometimes waxed quite enthusias- 
tic: "This Felfe fellow is outstanding. He manages to do things nobody 

else can do," When the "Gehlen Organization" was reorganized into the 
official West German "Federal Intelligence Service" in 1956, Felfe was in 
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line for a promotion; he became head of the "Soviet Union counterespionage" 
desk, 

KGB Colonel "/Vlfred" continued to help. For example, he supplied 
Felfe with a complete organizational chart showing Moscow’s conspirators, 
including even a Soviet colonel — all according to the plan worked out by 
KGB headquarters. In other words: what the then West German Chancellor 

Konrad Adenauer learned from Cehlen in the way of information about the 
Soviet Union in reality came from the Kremlin intelligence service itself: 
properly concocted and tailored for use in Bonn. 

Besides, the Russians knew what the West Germans knew: over 10 years 

Felfe sent information from the West to the East on 300 Minox films, with 
15,661 frames, on 20 magnetic tapes, and in countless radio messages. These 
included the following: secret situation reports of the West German in- 

telligence service for the Bonn government, the counterintelligence react- 
iont-*: of the Cologne West German Bureau for the Protection of the Constitu- 
tion, .against Eastern spies. More than that: Felfe gave Moscow the names 

of 94 Gehlen secret agents all over the world. Said Felfe about double 
agent Felfe: "I wanted to be A-1 in the eyes of the Russians." 

Of course, the West German intelligence service tries to protect 
itself against counterespionage: for instance, not even the BND president 

has the right to demand the n^mes of informers abroad from his "procurement" 
main division; the passageways between the buildings and blocks in the 
Pullach compound can be used by BNI) personnel only if they are equipped 
with special identity cards.,

Nevertheless, Felfc managed to sneak into the ’’Far East'* desk, with 
which he normally had very little to do; he learned the name of the Gehlen 
man in Bangkok and passed the information on to Moscow. 

"This fellow,” a .retired BNO official states indignantly today, "had 
a very slimy way of insinuating himself into your confidence," Both BND 
chief Gehlen and KGB Colonel "Alfred" — whose cover name with the BND was 
"Friese" — had the same nickname for Felfe; it was "Fiffi." 

While Gehlen was completely trusting in his dealings with "Fiffi," 
a number of Gehlen* s subordinates in the BND became gradually increasingly 
cautious. They noticed that Felfe operated just too perfectly. Normally, 
an intelligence service obtains the pieces to a mosaic; but Felfe delivered ’ 
complete picture puzzles. But even when one of Gehlen's brothers-in-law, 
who likewise worked in the BND, warned the president of the organization, 
the secret service chief replied angrily: "You are all envious of Felfe 
because of the results he gets. This fellow is all right." 

In November 1961, Gehlen had to admit that his estimate was wrong. 
Defector Anatol Golitsyn, a major in the KGB, told the American CIA about 
one of Moscow's top men in the BND. He did not know his name but the inform- 
ation he supplied made it easy to identify the man. 

Felfe was arrested in Munich-Pullach on 6 November. 1961. In the even- 
ing of the same day, the American intelligence service, very unders tanding- 
ly, sent the BND a teletype message; "Congratulations — you have discover- 
ed your Felfe; we have not found ours yet." 

Since that day, there has been a broken man in Pullach; Reinhard Geh- 
len. "Gehlen should have gone into retirement on that day," commented a 




Bonn government official, "Felfe did him in. After that, there was not 
much you could do with Cehlen." 

Spy Felfe continued to be active for the Soviet intelligence service 
even in the investigative prison on Karlsruhers Riefstahl Street, In let- 
ters to his mother in Dresden — censored and found harmless by trial 
judge von Engelbrechten — investigative detention prisoner Felfe included 
messages to his KGB guidance officer "Alfred,*’ using a home-made ink con- 
sisting of water and alum, which becomes visible only if the paper is heat- 
ed , 

And so the KGB knew exactly what the West German inivestigative 
authorities knew — and what they did not know — about Flefe’s 10-year 
betrayal. Of course, not even his friend Alfred was for the time being 
able to fulfill Felfe*s greatest wish — written down with disappearing 
ink — "get me out of thisT* 

The West German Federal Court had barely sentenced Felfe on 22 July 
1963 to 14 years at hard labor for treason (co-defendant Clemens: 10 years 

at hard labor), when Moscow initiated a rescue action in Bonn to extricate 
its man who was sent to the prison at Straubing. The Soviets offered the 
West German government a swap: Felfe against two Heidelberg students 

Peter Jonntag and Walter Naumann, who were sitting in a Sov iet prison. 

The man whose life’s work had been destroyed by Felfe — BND presi- 
dent Reinhard Gchlen — worked against these and subsequent offers, from the 
East, in the office of the West German Federal Chancellor in Bonn. The 
intelligence chief had to reorganize his entire information gathering 













service after Folfe’s exposure; as far as the intelligence chief was con- 
cerned* prisoner No 7709 continued to be a source of top secret informa- 
tion even while sitting in cell No A77. 

Gehlen’s successor, Gerhard Wessel, likewise pointed out the secur- 
ity aspects of the situation when, 4 weeks ago, the office of the Federal 
Chancellor in Bonn, in the course of a big situation conference, debated 
whether trade between East and West could be intensified through the re- 
lease of the KGB agent, Wessel warned: 

Even touay — years after the discovery of its agent — the KGB could 
well utilize Felfe's detailed knowledge about the BNB. And: 

If informer Felfe were released, the KGB could streftgthen the morale 
of its still active agents and could consolidate the impression chat Moscow* 
secret service does not leave its men in the lurch. 

Herbert Wehner, Minister of All-German Affairs, countered the intel- 
ligence arguments with the demand that Felfe be pardoned so that prisoners 
from the East could be ransomed in this fashion. 

West German Chancellor Kiesinger hesitated 4 weeks between the warn- 
ings of his intelligence chief and Che demands of his All-German Affairs 
minister. The week before last, the Chancellor finally asked the presi- 
dent of Che Upper House, Hamburg’s Mayor Herbert Weichmann, to sign the 
pardon for prisoner Heinz Felfe, in lieu of West German President Heinrich 
Lubke, who was on an African trip. 

On TImrsday of the week before last, Dr. Wilhelm Staerk, director of 
the Straubing penal institution, ordered cell No 477 to be opened and in- 
formed prisoner No 7709 that he was scheduled to leave the prison. 
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On che nexc day, on Friday, at 1900, Heinz Felfe was told, in a 
border barracks at Checkpoint Herleshausen , that he was a free man once 
again, after 2,658 days in prison. A ministerial counselor from the West 
German Ministry of Justice now gave the aging star spy some legal advice; 
che pardon would be cancelled if Felfe returned to his old trade — es- 
pionage. By che way, according to the ministerial official, Felfe was 
free to pick his residence as he desired — in the West or in the East. 

Accompanied by an East Berlin attorney, Felfe picked up a small 
travel bag, left the barracks, and walked East. Just exactly what he ex- 
pected there, he had rather forbodingly mused on during the car ride from 
Scraubing to Herleshausen; "I do not know what they are going to do with 
me over there — whether they are going to make me a motion picture theater 
manager or head of the Dresden sanitation department. But there is one 
thing I do know: before the end of one year, at the very latest, I will 

have '-he dogs of the Soviet intelligence service snapping at my throat 
again.” 

But this time, Heinz Felfe was wrong. The dogs received him on the 
same evening, on the ocher side of the border, and in a black car took him 
to che main field office of che Soviet intelligence service at Berlin- 
Kaflshorst .
